H O° the following Letters are upon 
one and the fame fubject, yet the dif- 
ferent ways in which the Writers 
treat it, gives fuch an agreeable Va- 
B riety as I think can’t well fail of 
pleafing the Reader.

"HERE is an unaccountable Degeneracy in the Minds 

of fome Men. We read of a Galley-Slave, who, 
having difcovered an infurreétion that was projected among 
the Slaves for their redemption, was rewarded with his Li- 
berty anda Sum of Money. After he had been afhore for 
fome Time, and had fpent his Money in wandering up 
and down the Country, he began to grow tired of his Si- 
toation, as not knowing how to difpofe of himfelf. Li- 
berty became fo uneafy and fo much 2 Burden of him, that 
he was refolved to bear it ho longer; fo returning to the 
Place where he had left the Gally, he accofted the Cap- 
tain with a Requeft to be taken in again into his old Poft, 
for that a State of Liberty was infupportable to him. Tho’ 
the Story ends here, I believe the Curious need not be under 
any Doubt of his Reception on board again: 


I have heard of a Brace of Osrkicues that feemed to 

be in the fame Way of Thinking, or rather under the fame 
Incapacity of Thinking, asthis Galley-Slave. They had 
the Happinefs to be born ina Land of Liberty ; but had fo 
very little Relith of it’s Delicacy, that they fuffered them- 
felves to be negociated into Bondage, as a Kind of Security 
for the Performance of Covenants. They entered into this 
abject State with great Refignation to the Commands of the 
Broruers, and continued in it diftinguifhed with the 
Stigma of Difgrace for many Months, ’till at length the 
Day of their Redemption was come; which it feems was 
fo far from being welcome to them, that they petitioned 
for Permiffion to enjoy their Bondage for fome time longer. 
Tho’ fome there are who fufpect that, however incapable 
of Refleétion themfelves, fome good-natured Acquaintance 
that pitied their Condition found means to open their Eyes, 
fo as to make the Badges of Obloquy they wore, appear 
to them in fuch broad Dimenfions, as have rendered them 
bafoful of appearing among their Countrymen again. If 
this latter be their Cafe, it differs mnch from that of the 
Gelley-Slave ; for there is Virtue in Rathfulnefs, and that 
they are not fo quick of Conception as fome others cannot 
be imputed to them as an A& of Degeneracy, but rather 
a Deficiency in Nature. Befides, *tis very well known, 
that Offriches are a Species of Creatures not over-burdened 
with Sagacity : They hold up their Heads, indeed, as high 
as Lords, and can ply their Feet as faft as any General 
Officers that ever ferved in Scotland. They have a good 
Digeftion likewife, and "tis hoped they may in Time digeft 
the Affront which the Cunning of the Zave Brothers impofed 
upon them. 


It is not fo very great a Wonder, that a Couple of poor 
Creature., fo very undifcerning as to pick up Pieces of 
Iron for Food, fhould miftake a gilded Pill for a folid Ball 
of Gold ; or the abjeét State of Slavery, for the Honor of 
travelling abroad at the public Charge. Poor deluded 
Souls, they are much to be pitied! and deferve rather our 
Commiferation than our Contempt; and therefore, it is 
hoped, that nothing of that Kind, or any other Mark of 
Infult, will be caft upon them at their Return. As you 
have hitherto taken fgme Pains to exhibit them’ in an ad- 
vantageous Light to the Public, ’tis hoped you will conti- 
nue your good Offices, and fhew that it is to them we owe 
the Completion of the Definitive Peace of Sanvicos, which 


| already illumines all Europe with it’s happy effects, extending 


even to the Grand Turk ; who we find is preparing his Re- 
tinue, to do Honor to the mof Chriffian Invitation he has 
received from Europe.

I fay, Sir, thefe are not the objects of my writing to 
you ; but an endeavour to apologize for the abfconding 
King’s Reluétance to return into his own Country, by re- 
minding you of a parallel Cafe occurring among ourfelves, 
tho’ not perhaps fimilar in every Circumftance. The Mi- 
management of our Affairs at home, having funk our

And that Thomas Lee Dummer, Efg; Member of Par-

Wednefday was held, at Charlton in Kent, Horn-Fair 
to which Place repaired in the morning, the King, Queen, 
Miller. &c. attended by a Band of Mufick and Drums, 
and a prodigious Collection of Mob, notwithitanding it 
proved the Bay of public Execution at Tyburn, which 
prevented fome Thoutands of Diflinction from going, who 
would otherways have favoured that Place with their Com- 

any. , 

Yefterday fe’nnight one Trotman a Porter, who was 
carrying a Parcel of Books of near 200 Weight from Mr. 
Ware's on Ludgate Hill, to the Swan and ‘I'wo Necks in 
Lad Lane, he unhappily fell down under his Burden go 
ing thro’ an Alley leading to Wood {treet by which Acci- 
dent his Back and Neck was broke, and he wa: 
terribly braw’d; he was carried to St. Bartholomew's 
Hofpital, where he died the fame Evening. 

Yetterday being appointed for the Execution of the un- 
happy Criminals, the high Chernff in Perfon attended to 
receive them from the Keeper of Newgate. About Nine 
o’Clock they, to the Number of Fifteen, ware all in the 
Carts. 

At Holborn Bars, an Officer, with a Party of the Foot 
Guards attended to receive the Sheriff, who after recipro- 
cal Compliments pafled between them, genteely difmiffed 
the Officer from any further Attendance, as ,not appre- 
hending any necefiy for the Military Power in the Execu- 
tion of the Law. 

At the Place of Execution the Criminals appeared all 
to beliave very Penitently ; and the Cart drew off about 
Twelve o’'Clock. The Spectators were infinitely more nu- 
merous than ever was known on the like Occafion, but 
without the leaft Tumult or diforder. Neither of the 
Under Sheriffs attend: d. 

Wilfon was reprieved the Night before. When the Ac- 
count of the Reprieve was deliver’d to him (tho’ by a par- 
ticular Friend, who thought he had prepared him to re- 
ceive the News) he fell down on his Face, and continued 
motionlefs for feveral Minutes.

_ the Amount of 5001]. fome of which were found upon 
them. 

Wednefday 7-Night a Fire broke out in the Cowhoufe 
of Mr. Thirfk, at Wexham in Lancafhire, occafioned by 
a Servant leaving a Candle in the Place, who had been 
a little before to give two Calves (ome Milk, as foon as he 
perceived the unhappy Accident, he went to releafe the 
Cows, being fixteen in Number, and the Door it could 
not be opened, by which Means they perifhed in the 
Flames, and ‘twas with the greatelt Difficulty the Man 
faved his Life. 

They write from Altrinftham in Chehhire, that Farmers 
Dunkfield, Taker, and Drake, have lott upwards of 180 
Cows of the prefent Diitemper in lefs than one Month ;

if the faid George Mackenzie fhall not be, and remain in 
and remain in fuch place as his Majefty, his Heirs, &c. 
fhall from ‘Time to Time, by his or their Sign Manual di- 
direét, the faid Pardon to be void. 

A free Pardon is making out for Wilfon, (one of the 
unhappy Perfons condemned for the Riot in the Strand) 
who was repricved on Tuciday Night lait. 

We hear that the Right Hon. the Lord Chief Juftice 
Lea wil! be appointed to go to Somerfet to try the Prifo- 
ners confined ins IIchefter Goal for the late Riots in that 
Country, by virtue of a fpecial commiffion for that pur- 

fe. 

And that Thomas Lee Dummer, Efq; Member of Par- 
liament for Newport in Hants, will be appointed Deputy- 
Matter of the Great Wardrobe, in the room of his Fa- 
ther, deceafed. 

By a Letter received from Barbadoes, dated the 6th at 
Auguft laft, and which may be depended on, the French 
are fortifying, as rong and as quick as poffidle, the Ifland 
of Tobago, notwithftanding the feveral Accounts in the 
News Paper of their having left the fame.

We hear all Agents or Managers belonging to Priva- 
teers during the laft War, will be put under a new Regu- 
lation, for the more fpeedy and better Payment to the 
Captors ; that all Agents or song that have kept the 
Ships Money in their Foffeffion above the Space of fix 
Months, provided there has been no Conteft at Law, 
fhall pay lawful Intereft for the fame to the Captors : Like- 
wife if any Law-Suit has been depending longer than fix 
Months, and the Agents or Managers have not put the 
Money to proper Iitereft, for the Ufe of the Captors, 
they thall forfeit their Agency, and pay lawful Intereft from 
the Time they had the Money in their Poffeffion ; and all 
onreafonable Articles made on board a Ship to be regulated 
by the printed Propofals by which the Men thip them(felves. 

The latt Letters from Madrid advife, that the Intent of 
Mr. Keene's making a Tour to London, is to give by 
Word of Mouth certain Eclairciffements in relation to the 
Negotiation he is charged with, which is chiefly retarded 
by the Arts of the Guipufcoa Company ; and that this Mi- 
nifter will be thereupon furnifhed with fach Inftru€tions as 
the Court of Spain will be very far from rejecting.

By Letters from Genoa, bearing Date the 11th Inft. 
we are informed, that the Bank of St.George is under 
no Kegulation, and in as much Confufion as ever. 

By Advices from Corfica, which came to Hand laf 
Week, we hear that Peace and Tranquility is perfe€ly 
eftablithed at Bawia, Calvi, Ajaccia, and Bonnifaccio, the 
four principal Maritime Cities of that Ifland. The Inha- 
bitants, however, wait with the utmoit Impatience for 








his Moft Chriftian Majefty’s final Determination of the 
long Difpute which has been fubfitling between them and 
the Republick of Genoa. 

There are fome People, however, who are very Appre- 
henfive, that the Terms which will be propos’d will not 
meet with the defir’d Succefs. -- 

Letters from Paris advife, that the French King hath 
nominated M. Chavigni his Ambaffador Extraordinary to 
the Court of Sweden ; and that feveral Regiments of Horfe 
and Foot have received Orders to hold themfe!ves in readi- 
nefs to march into the Dutchies of Lorrain and Bar, that 
the Suecours which that Crown may ftand in Need of, 
may be ready as foon as the Swedes are attacked. 

From the Paris Gazette. 

Ratifoon, 08.13. A Difference has arifen between 
the Eleétor of Bavaria and the Bifhop of Eichftadt, con- 
cerning the Bailiwick of Hirfchberg. which the Bifhop is 
in Poffeffion of, and to which the Ele€tor pretends a Right 
of Sovereignty, and in confequence thereof, hath affixed 
Patents to aflert and maintain his claim. Whereupon the 
Prelate addreffed himfelf to the Aulic Council of the Em- 
pire, and obtained a decree in his Favour, with orders to 
the Circle of Suabia to fupport him. By virtue of this 
order, the States caufed the Patents of the Elector of Ba- 
varia to be pulled down ; which hath engaged his High- 
nefs to march 800 Men to take Poffeffion of the Country,

Mr. Grouke, on the firft Noife, 
rofe out of Bed, and ee out of a back Window with 
his Money, Doughter and youngeft Son, for the Villans 
knock’d down his eldelt Son, and abufed his Wife, which 
a Servant Boy in the Kitchin perceiving, drew his Pen- 
knife, and ftabbed one of the Robbers in the Belly, of 
which Wound he died foon after; aud then another fo 
mortally, that he was.able to go but a little Way, when 
his Comrades attempted to cut his Throat to pr: vent his 
making any difcoverey, The robbers then went off, but 
foon retruned again, and fired at two Muficions, Brenans 
by Name, one of whom called Phillip, they wounded 
mortally in the Groin. Next Day one of the Robbers, 
who had been wounded in the Back, was taken and fent 
to Galway Gaol, and it is hoped he will difcover his Ac- 
complices.
